Ho died 
in 1834, aud was succeeded hy his brother Tej Singh, क0० died in 1841, 
having previously adopted his cousin's son, Sujan Siugh. Sujan Singh's 
right was disputed by the Larai Rani, the widow मं Dharau Pal, vho 
elaimed the right to adopt aà 5१८८९880 to the State.

Jai Singh Deo did not, however, 
एणं muoh by his assiſstanco; for ahortly after the ofßeer's departure 
groas mismanagement ensued, भात्‌ another officor had to be deputed 
temporarily to Charkhari in 1879. Next year the Maharaja was deprived 
of 911 power and the political officer at Oharkhari was nominated Superin- 
tendent of the Stato. 


Jai Singh Deo died ehildless in 1880, vithout having adopted an heir.

Kesri Singh was the Chief who was in poscession ग Bijawar vhen the 
Britih Government obtained supremacy in Bundelthand. Owing to 
complicated diaputes with Raja Bije Bahadur of Oharkhari regarding 
1४९ purgana of Ramgarh, and with Kunwar Sone Sah of Ohhatarpur 
regarding the villages of Dharampur, Bajra, Sathai ४० Karaiya, no 
Sanad was granted to Kesri Singh. He died in December 1810, and was

they howed themselves ready to resume their allegianco. Maharajs 
Sawai Sawant Singh was पान्‌ installed on the 28th June 1900.

Dava vas accordingly requireod in 1806 (No. XLV) to aurronder the fort 
ण Ajaigarh ६0 the Britich Governmoent at the end of two years, aud 
meanvwhile to pay a tribute of Rs. 4,000 ४ year. He broke these condi- 
tions, and was thereforo dispossessod. A large 80976 of his territory was 
given to the Raja of Ajaigarh who in 1807 7९५९1१९ 8 838४०80 (No. XLVI) 
rectoring to him a portion ०६ his possessions.

181. A एश Agent was temporarily attached to Rewa in 1867, and 
chortly afterwards the confiscated Fetate of Bijairaghogarh, and the 
States of Nagod, Maihar and Sohawal, whieh were पातनः British 
management, wero placed under his jurisdiction. Tho Political Ageni 
५४8 withdrawn in 1862 at the Maharaja's request, and his charge was 
added to that of the Political Agent, Bundelkhand, in whose hands it 
remained until the re-establichment of the separate Agency in 1871. 
For adminiestrativo convonience the State of Baraundha and the करदा 
of Jaso, Paldeo, Taraon, Bhaisaunda, Pahra and Kamta Rajaula woro 
10 1896 transforrod from the Bundelkhand Ageney to the Baghelkhand 
Ageney. 

Transit duties havo been abolished by all the Ohiefs in Baghelkhand. 
No separate extradition arrangements havo been conceluded with them; 
extradition is eſfoctod in acoordanco with the procodure for ९ timo being 
in forco in एप्त India; but there are reciprocal arrangements on (श~ 
tain matters, ७.4.) extradition, surrender of police and military १९७०९, 
aervioo of fummons, ete., betweon ४08 States in Baghelkhand and certain 
other Btates in and outaide Central India and adjoining British districts. 
Rewa is the only Btate in Baghelkhand held under treaty; the others 
are held under Sanads. None of the States or Jagirs pay any tribute, 
except the Jagir of Paldeo (q. v.). 

The area of Baghelkhand is 14, 100 2quare miles, with 8 population, 
according to the Census of 1921, of 1, 638, 628.

106 Ohiefs of Rewa are Baghel Rajputs, descended from the Gujarat 
famuy which ruled at Anhilwara Patan from 1219 to 1296. A membor

The landholders in Singrauli wore 
deprived of their proprietary rights, which were conferred in 1814 ए a 
69 Treaty (No. IV) on the Maharaja, on his promising not to molest 
certain of his subordinate Chiefs who had rendered asasistance to the 
71४30 Vovernment.

Ranuji, the founder of the Seindia family, began his career in the 
8017106 of Balaji Baji Rao, Peshwa, by whom he was appointed to 9 com- 
mand in the Paigah or body-guard. Prom this point his rise to the ण 
rank of the Mahbratta Chiefs was rapid. He died in 1750 in Malva, 
vhere he had acquired 8०06 possessions, and was succeeded by his eldest 
800 Jayapa, vho was killed at Nagor in 1759. Jayapa was ७०८०९6० by 
his 800 Jankuji, who in 1761 was taken prisoner at Panipat and put to 
death. His ४०५९ Madhuji Seindia, the youngest इमा of Ranuji, then 
auooeeded to the Ohiofehip. 


वाप) Seindia was present at the battle of Panipat in 1761, in 
vhich he was sevorely wounded. After the diaautrous flight of the Mahb- 
rattas Seindia, like other Mahrattasa 00168, lost his possessions in Malva. 
00 the return of tho Mahrattas to Northern India in 1764, the २००४४ 
activo ग the predatory leaders was Seindia, whose formidable army, 
organised under French ofßcors, made him in reality the ruler गं 
Northern India, though nominally the servant of the Pechwa. 


AMadhuji Seindia played a most important part in the atrugglo vhich 
took 71४06 for the Pechvaship after the death of Madhar Rao Balal in 
1112.

and Saugor distriets, whieh had formod part of the territories rentorod to 
Soindia under the Gth artiele ग the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon, chould 06 
given baok; that only the tributes from the Rajput States, amounting ४० 
Ro. 3,42,600, 4hould be retained; and that the contingent should boe still 
further reduced to correspond vith this diminution of the funds. By the 
Treaty of 1820 it was optional with the Britich Government, on the 
extinction ०? the dehbt, aither to restore these distrietas, to pay ront ण 
them, or to give other lands in exchange. 


It was finally arranged that, beaides receiving the Rajput trihutes, 
the Britich Government ahould retain the management of the diaetricta 
of Garhakota and Malthon in Saugor; that the 20970९80 distrieta chould 
be restored to Seindia; and that in lieu of them Seindis कणत pay a sum 
of Re. 66.,926-8 a year, vhich was equivalent to their net revenues. No 
vritten engagement was coneluded, but the contingent was reorganiseò 
in accordance with this arrangement: and Boindia promised to take 
measures for tho proper management of the country and to respeot tho 
dettlementse सफलो the Britieh Govornment had made with the 80916. 


The Court ग Directors, however, were of opinion that the reetoration 
ot प्र distrieta was not required by the terms of the ongagement of 1890;

Jankuji Seindis died 19 1843. Ho had no children, and had expressed 
no wiah regarding the succescion, although repeatedly पणत्‌ earnestly 
urged by the Resident to do 8०. Tara Rani, the Maharaja's widow, a 
girl twelvo years of age, adopted, with the conourrenee ०१ the Chiefs of 
the State and the army, Bhagirat Rao, a boy of about eight years, 80 of 
Hanvwant Rao, usually called Babaji Seindia.

Dada Rhasgiwala chowed himselfF hostile to the interests of the British 
Government.

Acecordingly, the Britich representativo was withdrawn from Uwalior 
until either ® settled government शपात्‌ be established there, or his inter- 
vention chould be solicited by the Maharani and the Chiefs for the 
restoration of गतम. Before final measures woere taken, the Resident 
wrote to the Maharani, in reply to 8 letter in vhiech she had invited his 
return, stating the conditions under कोलो alone friendly relations could 
ho re-establiched and requiring tho banichment of Dada Khasgiwala, 
0088 presenco was the only obstacle to the restoration of friendehip. 
This lettor was intorcoptod by Dada Khasgiwala, whose right to intorfere 
in the aftuirs of the State had never been admitted by the Britiah Govern- 
ment, and its contenta conceoaled from the Maharani. This 96४ wus con- 
81169790 aa a virtusl assumption ग the powers of government by Dada 
Khasgiwala and > supersession of the authority of the Maharani and 
the young (र, vhose position and supremacy the Britisn Government 
were bound by treaty to maintain. A demand was therefore 1805. for 
Dada EKhasgiwala's surrender, as the preliminary condition of further 
friendly intercoursa. Dada Khasgiwala was seised by ४७ Chiefs vho 
vere favourahle to the restoration of peace, but was released by tho por- 
tion of the arniy vhose support he had bought; and it was only on the 
advanee of 8 एत 10766 towards Gwalior that he vas surrendered. 


It remained आणक to negotiato measures for the formation of an efſiciont 
government and the roduetion of tho mutinous army, vhich posseasod tho 
real powor in Owalior and overawed the government ० the 8४४४७, ` Tor 
this purposs an intervisw was agreed upon between tho Governor-Genoral 
and the Maharaja, to tate place at Hingona on the 26th —— * 
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The day pasced without the appearanee of the Maherani and her अणा, 
vho vere held in reatraint by the mutinous troops. On the 20ih Decem- 
ber, when the Britih foree was taking up iis advanced ground, it was 
पित on by the Gualior troops. Tho battles of Maharajpur and Pannior 
vere fought on the 8806 day and ended in the totel defeat of the 
Gvalior army, and the conclusion on the 13 January 1844 of 8 Treaty 
(No. XI) णि कोपन] it was agreed that territory yielding eighteen [भत8 9 
year chould be 66६९ to the Britih Government for the meintenance of a 
oontingont १०766, and other 18708 for the payment ० the expenses ०१ the 
war and the debts of the 8४४४७ to the Britich Government; that the urmy 
ahould be reduced to 6,000 cavalry, 3,000 infantry, and 200 gunners का 
५2 guns; that the government, during the minority, हनाव be condneted 
aecording to the adviee of the एतो Regident; and that the just 
territorial rights of tho Gwalior Stato ahould bo maintained by ithe 
01४9 Government. 


From this परार till the mutiny of 1867 there was littlo chango in the 
relations of the Britich Government जात the Gwalior State. The mutiny 
of the contingent in June 1867 forced चर Political Agent to quit Gwalior. 
116 counsels, however, of tho Maharaja's ablo Minister Dintar Rao vwho, 
during the four preoeding years of his tenure ०१ ०8९९, 19 reoformed the 
internal administration, were atrongly in favour of Britisb intorests. In 
June 1868 the Maharaja was deserted by his troops on the approach 0१ 
the rebels under Tantia Topi, and compelled with his Minister to शन्नः 
refuge at Agra. On the 19th June Ovwalior was retaken एङ्‌ Sir Hugh 
09618 foreo and the Maharaja was 16-5618711516त in his palaco. From 
that date the eonfidence of the Maharaja was withdrawn from his 
Minister, for whom he concoived an intense dislixe. Dinkar Rao vacated 
offiee in November 1860, and Balaji Chimnaji was appointed in his 
8९840, with the concurrenee of the Britien Government. In 1868, Ralaji 
Ohimnaji having become incapacitated by गव age for the performanoe otf 
018 duties, Ganpat Rao Khadke was appointed Diwan. After [भ 
Rao's removal tho Maharaja himeelf zuperintended the whole of his 
affairs until his death in 1886. 


For his services during the mutiny Seindia was informed that 19८06 
yielding three akha of rupees & year would be added to his territories; 
that pormission would be given to him to raise his infantry from 8, 000 
to b, OOO men, and his artillery from 32 to 86 guns; that the arroars duq 
to the Rritish Government, on account of the deficieney in the revenues 
of the dietriets assigned under the Treaty of 1844, would be remitted, 
and no payments vould in future be olaimed chould these revenues fall 
8107६ of eighteen 1908; भात्‌ that the annual payment of 26. 10.000 out 
of the revenues of Barva Sagar in the Jhanai distriet would be heredi- 
tary. 70686 modifioations of the Treaty of 1844 wero embodied in 8 nev 
Treaty (No. XII) concluded on tho 12४ Deoembor 1860, based upon 
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0601810 proposals whien had 69 7606 10 1864, but had in the interval 
7991060 in abeyanece, for an exchange of territory with Seindia. The 
new Treaty provided for the restoration to Scindia of lands from the 
ascigned dietricts yielding three lakhs of rupees च year; for the cession of 
the town of Burhanpur and the diatriet of Zainahad in exchange for ४06 
town and part of the distriet of Jhansi; for the exehange of Seindia's 
five diſtriets in Gujarat, the pargana of Kanjia, the annual paymeut from 
ढा क9 Sagar, and all his territories soutn of the Narbada with the 
exception of seven hereditary villages, in return for lands of equal १०1७९ 
on the अत्‌ and Betwa rivers; for the cession to the Britich Government 
in full sovereignty ण भ्‌] the districts, ete. assigned in 1844 कालो might 
remain after the ४0९6 exchanges chould be effected; and for the sub- 
stitution of 9 subsidiary foree costing not less than sixteen lakhs 8 year 
in the place of the extinet eontingent. 

All pensionary and charitablo allowancdes and religious endowinents 
४88127६4 on the lands transferred to Soeindia under the Treaty of 1860 in 
exchange, vhether originally eeded distriets ण Britisk territory, are 
paid by the Britisb Government; hecause, though the Treaty of 1860 
provided for the eoleulation ग the valus भं the lands to be mutually 
exchanged on the gross revenues, all cash assignmenta of the natures in 
question, which were very common with the Mahrattas, were dedueted 
in the valuation statement of the Gwalior Darbar. In the case of the 
pargana of Neemueh, vhich was given 98 9 reward to Seindis for servioes 
during the mutiny, the Maharaja was informed that the continuance ot 
pensions and allowances was discretionary. The aggregate annual ehargo 
on both the lands exchanged and those given in reward was Re. 7,462. 11.5; 
deducting from this 78. 6, 189-13.9, chargeable to the revennes ० 
Neemuch, an annual payment of 128. 2,272. 13.8 15 made on this account. 


Subsequently to the conclusion of the Treaty of 1860 it was aecer- 
tained that the Char Thana estate, which formed one af the items of पी 
assignments under the Treaty of 1844, had never beon taken over ए the 
Britich Government त had been allowed virtually to ९९४१6 to णि one 
0 the ८९९ items, as 118 rorenues never appeared in the annual aceounte, 
whieh were mode up vithout referenee to them. A note to this सी 
was entered oppoaite this item in sehedule A appended to artiele ¶ ot the 
Prenaty, and the necesary corrections were mude in the number of villages, 
and in the amount oft their gross value in gehedule O. Ohar Thana waes 
aubaequently ineluded in the exchanges with the Gwalior State, the 
Darbar receiving नशते in the account {ण its groas value, Rs. 1,197-6-5. 


¶06 Raja of Amjhera,“ tributary to Soindia, formorly paid to tho 
Gvalior State a yeariy tribute of Hali Rupees 36, 000, under an engage- 


ment mediated by the Britich Government. This tribute ज part of 
६७ 60708 ascignoũ in 1844 for the payment of the oontingent, and 18 ॐत 
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payable by Secindia ४0 the Britich Government under the Treaty of 
1860. Besides this the Maharaja had to contribute Rs. 20,000 on 
account of Amjherua towards the maintenance of the Malwa Bhil Corpse. 
Scindia had formerly contributed only प्रणा Rs. 8,000 for this corps, 
and the Raja of Amjhera Rs. 4,000; एण € claim of Government for 
1116 contrihution of Rs. 8, 000 {णो Gwulior was found to be contrary ४० 
the provisions of the Treaty of 1844, and the Darbar were, on represen- 
tution, exempted from this levy. फला, in consequence of the rebellion 
of the Raja in 18604, Amjhera was confiscated and made over to Scindia, 
the arrangement was made subject to à payment of Hali Re. 20,000 on 
account of the Malwa Bhil Corps. This contribution was remitted in 
1926. 


In 1860 Seindia consented to the construction of à bridge over the 
Chambal river. It was decided that Seindia should chare with Dholpur 
in the net profits of the वट and ferry at Rajghat, and that Dholpur 
should recoivo ४ moiety of the profits accruing from Scindia's ferry at 
Khaintri (ses Dholpur, Vol. III). 

In 1861 the Maharaja gave up the hereditary villages in the Deccau 
reservod to him under the Ath article of ४९ DTreaty of 1860 for श 
equivalent on the एषण] river 


In 1862 the Ruler of Owalior was granted ४ Sanad of Adoption 
(No. XIII) 


After the capture of Gwalior by the ग पणवाः Sir Hugh Rose in 
1858, British troops continued to oeupy the fort of Gwalior. During 
the negotiations whieh ended in the Treuty of 1860, [णत Oanning 
promised that the fort chould be rostored to Seindia काल this could be 
done with safety: and this promise was repeated by Lord Elgin. Its 
fultilment depended on the withdrawal of the Britiah force from Morar 
to 80706 more eligible station, which was at that time contemplated. 
It was, however, decided in 1804 that the cantonment of Morar should 
he maintained: and this necessitated the continued tenure of the Gwalior 
fort by British troops. On the 29th March 1864 Scindia agreed to give 
up his right to the restoration of the fort on receiving an 1066९88९ of 
twelve guns to his अराल, aud गा condition that his flag 800 पत fiy 
on the ramparis of the fort; that he should be saluted from its guns; 
and that, if at any timo the Britich Government chould withdraw from 
its occupation, he chould be allowed to ocoupy it जाप his own troops. 
Phe documents (No. XIV) recording these arrangementas, are held to 
constituto supplomentary articles of the Treaty of 1860. Tho twolve 
guns referred to were supplied in the 8196 of two ९०01906 batteries 
of 9. pounder guns. In 1866 Seindia received two 18-pounder guns in 
place of two of amaller calibre whieh were given up 

In 1869 Scindia had agreed to give all land whieh might be requireàd 
for railway purposes in Nimar, and to compensate the proprieètors, 
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except 10 ९४888 vhere the property was of epecial value. Jurisdietion 
over all persons residing within railway limits was to 1689 with the 
railway authorities; but disputes between railway saervanta and Owalior 
ध्र] ९८४६ wereo to 6 referred to the Agent to the Governor-General. On 
the transfer of Nimar to the Britich Government in 1861, compensation 
to the amount of 1६8. 5,098 was paid by Government on account of land 
taken प) by the railway. In 1864 the Maharaja agreed (No. XV) to 
cedo to the British Government, in full sovereignty, such land as might 
be required for either of the then proposed lines of railway from 17006 
to the valley of the Narbada and Baroda, and also to exempt from 
transit duties all through traffie by the lines in queſtion. He aubae- 
quently preferred a request that all the concessions, regarding the 
treatment of offences and offenders within railvay limita, whieh had 
been accorded to Holkar (see Vol. IV, Indore No. VI) in the case of 8 
similar grant of lands for railway purposes, might also be extended to 
him: and this was agreed to. 


In 1866 the Maharaja, being anxious to have his army under his 
immediate control, had withdrawn his troops on provineial aervico, 
amounting to 4, 000 cavalry, I,500 infantry and 12 guns, and proposed- 
to entertain in their place 8 body of 8,000 पिभ 06 vho should be formed 
into three 01166 corps: one to be 8४811005 77 Malwa, another in the 
(11800081 district, and the third in ष्ण) and the Bundelkhand frontier 
This proposal had been sanctioned hy Government on the understanding 
that the Najibs were to constitute 8 police and 70४ & military {0706 
In process of time they came to he regularly drilled soldiers: and in 
1866 the Maharaja urged that the Najib battalions chould be organised 
on the same quasi-military footing as were Britisb police battalions at 
the time of the enliſstment of theze men. He 9180 asked that article 9 
of the Treaty of 1860 might be modified, so as to admit of their being 
added to the regular atrength of his army. The request was negatived 
४8 being contrary to treaty and opposed to the conditions on which the 
Maharaja had been allowed to raise the Najib battalions. The Maharaja 
accordingly re organised them on the footing of police. 


In 1866 Seindia preferred a claim that the titles of holders of rent 
{766 ९8७१९९8, in those portions of the assigned distriet of Bhander vhioh 
became British territory under the operation of artiels ¶ of the Treaty 
of 1860, chould be copfirmed in perpetuity by the 18806 of Sanads from 
the British Government under the terms of article 3. The 291878४ 
was informed that the terms ग elause 4 of articlo 3 were not intonded 
to apply to any portion of the ascigned distriets restored to him under 
theo territorial exchanges provided for पशश, and that he was free to 
deal with them as he pleated; but that he muat faithfully earry out tho 
terms of that elause in reapect of tho landowners enjoying sepecial righta 
in the Britieh lande traneferred to him, as would be dono in respect of 
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४6 8976 (०1885 ० persons 77 the Gwalior 1४145 transferred 10 exchange 
४0 ६06 ताश तणरशण् शा; 9180 that the conditions in queſtion were not 
applicablo to the portions of the assigned districta transferred to the 
पाधा Government in full sovereignty under articlo 7, as the tranefer 
had not been subject to any such conditions. 


In 1866 certain rules were sanctioned [क the Government of India 
ण enforcing the respousibility of Indian States for mail robberiea 
committed within their territories. Seindia asked for apecial exemption 
from the operation of these rules, on the ground of the comparative 
excellence of his police arrangements; but the request was disallowed, 
and he was informed that it rested with him, by भा further improving 
his police, to avoid the chauce of being affected by the penalties laid 
dovwn in the rules. 


In 1867 the Ruler of Gwalior was granted a permanent salute of 19 
guns, and a permanent local salute of 21 guns within his own territories. 


After the exchanges effected $ the Treaty of 1800 had been finally 
adjusted, there still remained ® balunce of Rs. 4,994-0.10 in Secindia's 
favour: and, as there was no laud then available, this balance was paid 
to him annually in ८६१, Seindia objected to this arrangement, and 
it was eventually decided to give him an equivalent in land out of the 
pargana of Bhander, in the Jalaun distriet, whieh had been ceded to 
the 87190 Govornment under the Treaty of 1800.

It was arranged (No. XVIII) that 
the amount ehould be repaid in eleven years, from the interest annually 
payuble to Scindia on his railway 1०४४, The balance, 1८6, 18.717,847-16-9 
was paid off in 1861 


In 1879 the Government of India concluded an Agreoment (No. XIX) 
with Seindia under whieh he made certain concessions regarding the 
production, export aud import of 8०1६ 10 (कर्माणः State. The Agreement 
8180 included an artiole prohibiting the export from the State of any 
intoxicating preparations, uch as bhaug, ganja, opium, ete. In con- 
aideration of thess ©0006881008, the Government of India, को) reseorving 
their right to reviao tho Agreement iff necessary, agreed to pay to Scindia 
Ra. 3,12,600 annually, in half-yearly instalments. 

In 189 Seindia accepted liability for the ०08६ of tho maintenance 
of prisoners oonvioted of offenoes committod in Gwalior territory and 
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conſined in Britiseh jails in India. Thereo is no apecial extradition treaty 
with Gwalior. The extradition arrangements with the Darbar are on ४ 
basis of reciprocity in भा ordinary cases, and surrenders are effected in 
accordance with the procedure for ihe time being in force in British 
India. 

In 1855 the Owalior Darbar had agreed to spend four lakhs of rupees 
on the construction of the portion of the Agra-BRombay road running 
through their territory, Up to the time of the mutiny Scindia had paid 
three lakhs of rupees: शात hetween 1808 (कोल the construction of the 
road was resumed) and 1860, from two to three lakhs more. In 1860 9 
fresh arrangement was made, by whieh (€ Maharaja agreed to con- 
tributo 18. 60,000 & yeur for शर vears towards the completion ग the 
road, and thereafter an annual sum of Rs. 12,000 towards its repairs. 
In 1867 Scindia agreed ० allot, in lieu of tho annual puyment of 
Rae.

In return for 
this concession, Seindia agreed 10 pay to the Britich Governmeut a sum 
of fifteen lakhs of rupees on account of expenditure incurred upon the 
fort, and to transfer 10 the British Government the town and fort of 
Jhansi. At the same time Scindia was. allowed to increase his infantry 
by 8, 000 men, but it was stipulated that he should not bring his regular 
cavalry beyond the actual atrength at which it sttood in November 1886 

Theo 06618100 of ४४6 Government to effect this transfer was announced 
by the Viceroy at à Darhar held at Ovwalior on tho व December 1888, 
and was confirmed by ४ Kharita (No. XXI), dated the धधा Pebrvary 
1886.

In accordauce with the wishes of the late Chief, कात with the concur- 
ला भ the (करटा of वाय, the adminiäatration of the EGwalior 
State during the minority was entrusted to a Couneil म Regeney, 
appointed in September 1886. Rao Raja Ganpat Rao KRhadke, vwho 
had been for more than 20 years Diwan and Rarbhari to Maharaja 
Jayaji Rao, पः appointed President of the Council, and seven members 
were selected from the principal Sardars and officials of the State. This 
administrative body was empowered to carry on the government of tho 
Uwalior State in consultation with the Resident, 0 was instructed to 
aupervise their proceédings and to suggest measures for the improvement 
ण the administration. Reforms कलार initisted in almost कथक brancb 
ण the government; und special efforts, whieh met with a considerable 
measure of 80९९९६8, were made to supress erimeo, and moro particularly 
organised dakaiti, throughout the State. 


Phe accession of Maharaja Madho Rao Seindia was signaliaed by the 
abolition of all transit duties throughout Gwalior State. This important 
measure wus announced by ४ notification dated the 20th September 1886. 


In 1887 the Council of Regency offsred the Government of Indiu ४ 
lonn ग three and 9 half crores of rupees at 4 per cent. interest. This 
investment of a portion of धार accumulated State treasure, which 
amounted to upwards of six crores, was approved, the terma were em- 
hodied in an Agreemeut (No. XXII), भात्‌ it was arranged that the repay- 
ment of the 1080 should be made by annuual instalments of 12 lakhs, 
commenecing one year after the Maharaja chould como of age. The loan 
was finally repaid in full in 1924. 


Rao Raja Ganpat Rao died in 1888: and, with the concurrence of 
the Government of India, the junior Maharani was nominated to aet as 
Regent, though without administrativo powers or right of interferenco 
with the conduct of publie affairs. Bapu Sahib Jadau, a member of the 
Council of Regencey and the Maharaja's maternal grandfather, was 
installed as President ग the Council.

50.000 
formerly paid by Owalior coased from that dato. 

In 1890 an Agreement (No. XXVII) was made by the British Gov- 
ernmeut between the Gwalior and Ratlam States, for the construetion 
by the former of 9 metalled road 8 portion of भटो runs through the 
Ratlam Stoto. 

In 1890 the Council of Regeney placed at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment of India, for the purposes of Imperial defenco, 8 force of two 
regiments of cavalry and a transport train of 500 ponies. This offer, 
भ 0100 vas 70906 in the name of the Maharaja, was accepted by the 
Uovernment of India 


In December 1894 Maharaja Madho Kao Seindia was invested with 
ruling povers, and the Council of Regeney was 01880155.

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both was 70906 over to the Indian Midland Railway Company by Agree

formal agreeoment on this point was dravn ए). 

In 1894 the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railvay Company 
eontemplated the conatruetion of the Vjjain-Ratlam Railway and ite 
extenaion to Delhi; and the Gwalior Darbhar applied for permiscion to 
eoneatruet the line from पुन ४ रुत, The Government of India 
had deoided that the line chould be oonstructed as an imperial तनाम, 
but, in deferenceo to the vieshes of the Maharaja, they acceded to the 
Darbarꝰs requect to own and pay for the railway, on the understanding 
that it chould be construeted and vorked by the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway Company. 706 Darbar ceded land for, and 
full oivil and criminal jurisdietion? over, the line between Ujjain, 
Nagda and Ratlam; but no formal agreement was exeouted. Tho 
working of the Vijjain-Nagda section of the Ujjain Ratlam Railway 
was handed over by the Gwalior Darbar to the Bombay, Baroda and 
Oentral Indis Railvay Company under an Agreement (No. XXX) con- 
eluded in 1890. The Sehedules to this Agreement vwere revised in 1908; 
and additions and alterations to the Agreement were made in 1016, 
1919 and 1021.

In November of the 88108 year the Eetates of Raghugarh, Paron,

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharaja placed his personal
